WASHINGTON, May 5.—(UP) 
The house tonight passed the Rayburn 
“blue sky” securities bill designed to 
profect the American investor from 
the folly of the last decade of frenzied 
speculation, 

The bill represents President Roose- 
velt's drive against fake and worth- 
less stock selling. It authorizes the 
powerful federal trade commission to 
require publicity of all security is- 
sues, both domestie and foreign, sold 
in interstate commerce and to punish 
the fraudulent through the ‘courts. 
There was no record vote. 
Democratic leaders, still holding 
their tight grip on the house, permit- 
ted no amendments. So the bill 
passed just as written by the con- 
mittee. It now goes to the senate 
which soon will consider a slightly dif- 
ferent form of the same measure.

ENTERS ROAD ROM 


MacDonald Says Changes. 


“Unfortunate,” and Is 
Rebuked by Talmadge. 


The highway department Friday 
drew Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of 
the United States bureau of public 
roads, into its controversy with Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge over the dis- 
missal of highway engineers, and the 
chief executive promptly wrote the 
road department that MacDonald “is 
meddling with something that is not 
his business.” 

The governor had announced that 
he ordered B. P. McWhorter, chief 
engineer of the highway department, 
and four other engineers, including 
S. B. Slack, bridge engineer, stricken 
from the pay roll because of their 
alleged extravagance and inefficiency. 
The nighway department, through 
chairman of its commission, Captain 
J. W. Barnett, telegraphed Ma n- 
ald in Washington for his views, on 
the ability of the engineers, the com- 
mission having defied the governor on 
the dismissal of the men and chal- 
lenged his authority. 

MacDonald’s telegraphed reply con- 


cerning McWhorter and Slack asserted 


that “we would consider it most un- 
fortunate if any change were made 
in the responsibility or authority of 
these, engineers in carrying out the 
contracts supported by federal funds.” 
The federal official also said that he 
had “entire confidence in the technical 
faith and in the integrity” of the two 
engineers. Captain Barnett trans- 
mitted MacDonald’s telegram to the 
governor. 

Besides asserting that MacDonald 
was meddling, the governor, in a let- 
ter to Chairman Barnett, said that 
the government official was taking the 
position that McWhorter and Slack 
were the only engineers in Georgia

Spring storms that hopped from 
the Mississippi valley to the seaboard 
killed at least 37 persons in Alabama 
and South Carolina yesterday and 
sent streams in the Mississippi delta 
soaring back toward flood stage. 

The assault was started by a tor- 
nado, born in Arkansas Thursday, 
that swept across Demopolis, Ala., 
early yesterday, flattened near-by 
Helena and whirled away to South 
Carolina, where it leveled the tex- 
tile town of Belton, doing damage in 
Anderson, Laurens, Greenville and 
Chester counties. 

Fifteen were killed in the Belton 
area and 22 in Alabama—11 at Hel- 
ena, seven at Brent and four at De- 
mopolis. 

Torrential rains followed the storms’ 
path, and threatened serious damage 
in the Mississippi delta, where rivers 


already were swollen. The fall of 
which has 
been flooding for several weeks, was 
Highways 
were awash. Three feet of water 
stood in sections of Water Valley, 
Mississippi. 

It was the second major southern 
storm this week and the fourth since 
the middle of March. The death toll 
in the series of tornadoes exceeds 
1 


The storm started in Arkansas 
Thursday. It swept into Demopolis, 
Ala. yesterday before dawn and then 
bowled over Helena. The national 
Red Cross in Washington said five 
disaster relief workers had been sent 
to the town. It was virtually demol- 
ished, 

The wind passed over Anderson, 
§. C.. with a roar and dipped at Bel- 
ton, 10 miles away. ‘Twenty houses 
there were demolished and upward 
to two score persons were hurt. 

At least 15 persons were killed and 
more than 60 injured in upper South 
Carolina late today, doing damage 
estimated at $1,000,000. 

Deaths were reported fro ; Ander- 
son. Laurens and Greenville counties, 
while heavy property damage was 
done in Chester county. 

The heaviest loss was at Belton, 
near Anderson, where ten were killed, 
between 45 and 55 injured, 25 seri- 
ously, and approximately 60 fami- 
lies made homeless. The Blair towel 
mill there was practically demolished, 
and C. Blair Rice, its president, esti- 
mated the company’s loss at $150,000.

agriculture committee, predicted. 

He referred specifically to the 
Simpson amendment to the Roosevelt 
farm relief bill. Farmers insist it 
must be included in_the bill; Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace insists it 
shall not. The amendment calls for 
the federal government to guarantee 
to the farmer cost of production plus 
a reasonable profit on that portion of 
his crops raised for domestic consump- 
tion. 

Next week the house will vote on 
whether the Simpson amendment shall 
be retained, and leaders expect it to 
be thrown out of the bill. Then the 
issue goes to the senate where the 
amendment originally was written 
into the bill. ' : 

Yesterday Smith received an_ulti- 
matum from the National Farm ‘foli- 
day Association, warning him that 
unless assurance was received by 5 
Dp. m., S. T., that the Simpson 
amendment would be retained, the 
farm strike would be called. Smitb 
did not reply.

CHAMBER FAVORS 
PRODUCTION CURB 


Control of Competition by 
Industry Itself Is Urged 
by U. S. Trade Body. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—(2)— 
The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States aligned itself solidly 
today behind the proposal for govern- 
ment supervised production and com- 
petition control by industry itself, 
but the administration revealed it- 
self as yet uncommitted to any defi- 
nite industrial program. 

It was made clear today that 
President Roosevelt has not deter- 
mined whether he will recommend any 
such legislation at this session and 
that he is. watching both the prog- 
ress of modifying the Black 30-hour- 
work-week bill in the house labor com- 
mittee, and the many variations of 
the plan for industrial self-control. 

A resolution giving strong indorse- 
ment to the latter principle was ap- 
proved at» the concluding session of 
the chamber after two members of 
the cabinet, Secretary Roper, of com- 
merce, and Secretary Wallace, af 
agriculture, had urged in speeches that 


business co-operate in the govern- 
ment’s rehabilitation plans. 

Only last evening President Roose- | 
velt, asking that wages be raised im- 
mediately, outlined hopes for indus- 
trial regulation, promising govern- 
ment co-operation to bring around 
minorities standing in the way of pre- 
venting overproduction and cutthroat 
competition.

LONDON, May 5.—(#)—The Amer- 
ican dollar again held the limelight 
in the exchange market today by a 
sharp fall which at one time carried 
it to $4.01 in relation to the pound, 
thereby giving sterling the highest 
value it has had since September, 
1931, shortly after Britain abandon- 
ed the gold standard. 

From an opening of $3.92 to the 
pound, the dollar shimped 9 cents, al- 
though it recovered to close at 
$3.97 3-4. 

The chief cause of the dollar's de- 
cline is said to have been selling by 
continental operators who are spec- 
ulating on the American inflationary 
policy. This selling reportedly 
emanated mainly from Paris.

Derby Jockey 
Dies in Spill 


BALTIMORE, Md., May 5.—(#)-—- 
Bernard (Buddy) Hanford, of Omaha, 
Neb., slated to ride the Audley 
Farm’s Trace Call in the Kentucky 
Derby Saturday, was fatally injured 
yesterday when he fell beneath the fly- 
ing hoofs of a large field of thorough- 
breds in the sixth race at Pimlico. 

The 21-year-old jockey, for the last 
two years rated as one of Americas 
leading riders, was injured when his 
horse, Mrs. F. Ambrose Clarke’s Ap- 
prehensive, stumbled and fell on the 
back stretch. 

The youth was rushed to the South 
Baltimore general hospital, where he 
died soon afterwards from a multiple 
fracture of the base of the skull. 

Hanford, who was under contract 
to Preston Burch, began his riding 
career about four years ago on the 
Chicago tracks.

HEAD PLAY SOLD 
ON DERBY EVE 


LOUISVILLE, May 5.—(#)—Head 
Play, hope of the west in the Ken- 
tucky Derby tomorrow and second 
choice to Ladysman in the betting, 
was sold suddenly this afternoon, for 
a cash price of $30,000, plus a per- 
centage of possible Derby winnings, 
and will race in the classic in the 
colors of Mrs. Silas B. Mason, of 
Richmond, Ky. The handsome chest- 
nut colt had been entered by Mrs. 
William Crump, of Nashville, Tenn., 
wife of the fornrer .jockey, who ne- 
gotiated the sale. 

Although it was announced at 
Churchill Downs that Head Play was 
bought outright by Mrs. Mason, turf- 
men understood that the purchase was 


‘closed on her behalf by her husband 


and his partner, Arnold Hanger, of 
New York. They are partners in 
operating the Warm stable and seized 
an opportunity to acquire a leading 
contender in the 59th running of the 
Derby. 

Trainer T. P. Hayes, selected to take 
charge of Head Play, said it would 
mark the debut of Mrs. Mason’s col- 
ors in racing. 

Head Play, chestnut son of My 
Play out of Red Head, has developed 
rapidly within the past fortnight as 
an outstanding choice for the rich 
Derby prize. The colt was quoted at 
4 to 1 today in the betting. 

The romantic background of the 
horse’s ownership had caught the 
fancy of Derby followers. Crump. 
well-known for years as a rider and 
now a trainer, bought the colt at the 
Lexington yearling sales in 1931 for 
only $550 and turned the ownership 
over to his wife. 

With limited resources of his own 
and the purchase made only on the 
spur of the moment, Crump enlisted 
the aid of wealthier turf friends in 
stabling Head Play. As a 2-year-old 
the colt won the Hawthorne juvenile 
and the Cincinnati trophy last year. 
}iast Tuesday Head Play won the 
annual “Derby prep.” at a mile, and 
the colt’s stock immediately boomed 
for the big race. 

Crump was reported to have refused 
$40,000 outright for the colt but 
finally yielded to the Mason offer. 

The Crumps, it was reported, will 
collect 15 per cent of anything Head 
Play wins in the Derby. As first 
place will be worth slightly over $50,- 
000 to the winning owner, this will 
amount to an additional $7,500 if 
the colt should lead the way home.

Kirby Bitter Against Re-| 


duction in Benefits. 
Says Measure Was ‘Rail- 
_roaded Through.’ 


“MACON, Ga. May 5.—(4)—De- 
claring that disabled American vet- 
erans received a “dirty deal’ when 
legislation making drastic cuts in ex- 
soldiers’ benefits was enacted, Cap- 
tain Thomas Kirby, national legisla- 
tive chairman of the organization, told 
members of the Georgia department 


in convention here today that members 
of the D. A. V. must work toward 
one goal: “Restoration of benefits 
to service-connected disabled veterans 
by congress next January.” 

There was a parade this afternoon, 
m dance tonight and officers are to 
be elected tomorrow. 

Captain Kirby, who made the prin- 
tipal address of the two-day conven- 
tion of the state department here, de- 
clared that the legislation enacted last 
March was railroaded through cop- 
gress and said that no representative 
of a veterans’ organization was in- 
vited to plead for the rights of the 


ex-soldier. 


“I dare anybody to tell me the 
mame of any man representing a serv- 
{ce organization who was called to the 
White House before this thing was 
rammed down our throats—and we're 
supposed to take it,” he exclaimed. 

Captain Kirby condemned plans for 
another “bonus march” on Washimg- 
ton, and declared that the movement 
is being led by communists “and per- 
sons who are not even World War 
veterans.” 

During the morning William E. 
Tate, former commander of the na- 
tional organization, declared that the 
public had been misinformed as to the 
vesults of the economy legislation with 
teference to veterans’ compensation, 
and said that although general public 
opinion was to the effect that the 
ehanges wquld not affect veterans who 
kuffered disabilities as a result of 
wervice, many service-connected dis- 
abled veterans will be eliminated from 
the compensation roll or will have 
their checks drastically reduced. 


While flaying the public officials | 


for passing the legislation without 
seeking the co-operation of veterans’ 
representatives, Captain Kirby said 
that President Roosevelt apparently 
was the victim of bad advice. He 
fiso declared that “I have an abiding 
faith in the honesty and decency of 
the American people” and that “there 
is going to be a reaction to this thing 
as sure as the sun rises tomorrow.”

This gives counsel for the con- 
demned men 20 days, provided by 
law, for them to apply for a hearing 
before the prison commission and the 
governor. ! 

Judge Jones declined a request of 
the defense counsel to delay resen- 
tencing the young men, pending the 
action of the prison commission. He 
called attention to a delay since Feb- 
ruary, which, he said, was to give 
the governor time to study the case: 

The original death date was Decem- 
ber 4, 1931. Execution of the sen- 
tence was superseded, however, when 
the cases were appealed to the su- 
preme court of Georgia.

Germany and Russia’ 


Renew Berlin Treaty 


MOSCOW, May 5.—(#)—tThe for- 
eign office announced today that an 


exchange of-ratifications had taken 
place yesterday between Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, commissar for foreign affairs, 
and Ambassador Herbert Von Dirk- 
sen, of Germany, in prolongation of 
the Berlin treaty of 1926 and the 
soviet-German conciliation agreement 
of 1929. 

The extension is for an indefinite 
period, but can be denounced by either 
party on one year’s notice. 

Germany and soviet Russia on Jan- 
uary 25, 1929, signed a_ treaty in 
which they pledged themselves to sub- 
mit all disputes to a joint commission 
consisting of two Germans and two 
Russians. The German description of 
the treaty classified the commission 
as one of “mitigation,” rather than a 
“commission of arbitration.” 

The agreement was considered an 
adjunct of the “Berlin treaégy of non- 
aggression and neutrality” which was 
signed in April, 1926.

“Under the ‘family purpose doc- 
trine,’ a parent is resnonsible for 
the negligent operation of an auto- 
mobile operated fer the comfort and 
pleasure of the family by an adult 
son or daughter living with the 
parent as a member of the family, 
where the automobile is furnished 
to the family and such members 
for the convenience, use and pleas- 
ure of members of the family,” the 
state court of appeals held Friday.

The Rule of Eleven

“Post-mortems” are generally value- 
less, because those who indulge in 
them are not skilled in the analysis 
of hands that have been played nor 
are they always likely, after seeing 
all the cards, to determine the cor- 
rect line of defense or attack. How- 
ever, most Bridge players have learn- 
ed the lesson of the Rule of Eleven, 


which indicates, whenever a lead of a 
fourth-best has been. made, the num- 
ber of cards higher than the card 
led not in the leader’s hand. Often 
the application of this rule permits 
the Declarer to make a_ contract 
which he might otherwise lose, or, 
on the contrary, permits the defend- 
ing players to defeat a contract which 
those without knowledge of the rule 
could not do. 

The play of the hand below afford- 
ed an opportunity for the correct ap- 
plication of the Rule, which one of 
the defending players did not apply 
to the benefit of the partnership.

The Rule 
of Eleven told South at this point 


that the spade Knave was the only 
card of that. suit held by Bast higher 
than the 6 and that if West led an- 
other spade, the Declarer could make 
3 tricks in the suit. With this infor- 
mation to guide him, South decided 
to play for a 3-2 break in hearts, hop- 
ing that West held the heart Ace and 
would continue the suit he had open- 
ed. South, therefore, led the heart 
King, then the Queen, and followed 
with the 9, West winning the third 
round of the suit. At this point he 
returned the spade 2, which South 
won with the Ten. The Dummy was 
now entered by leading the heart ¢ 
up to the 8. The diamond Queen was 
finessed, and when this won, the Ace 
was laid down. The Dummy was 
again entered by leading the last 
spade to the King, and West was 
thrown in with Dummy’s last spade. 
This forced’ West to lead clubs up to 
South’s King-Knave. The line of de- 
fense adopted permitted South to 
score game. 

West was fond of post-mortems and 
said that he thought he should have 
defeated the contract. To this the 
Declarer replied : 

“So you could if you had looked at 
Dummy, applied the Rule of Eleven 
and used an exit-card instead of the 
second spade.lead. After partner play- 
ed the spade Knave, the Rule of Elev- 
en and the rules of good play both 
told you that I must hold the Ten. 
Why continue the spades and make 
me a present. af 3 spade tricks? You 
should have switched to another suit. 
A good line of defense would have 
been to take the second heart trick 
and then exit with the losing heart. 
Thus played, all I could have taken 
would have been two spades, three 
hearts, two diamonds and one club. 
Against good defense I should not 
have made my contract, byt in Bridge 
it is just as much a part of the game 
to take a chance that your adversa- 
ries may err as it is to take a chance 
of making finesses, especially when 
you know that they are liable to err.” 

To all of this I say “Amen.”
